"Thedemandfer Cotton, if faiily estimated, will, we believe, be found as extensive 
■8 the means of cansamption should l«ad us to expect ; butitscill remains, as tor some 
months past, without eithei spirit or animation. Brazil and Dcmeiara Cottons aie the 
only descriptions that have lately expeiienced any sensible decline, which seems to have 
been occasioned chirfljr by the large (jjantities offered by public sale. The holders of 
Amciican Cottons, iiowevei, are become less disposed to piess iheir stocks upon the mar- 
ket, owing to the uncertainty in which our relations with the United States are still in- 
volved, and the piospect of a fuithet decrease in oar importations, asa necessary conse- 
quence of the unnatural footingr upon which the trade with this country now stands. 
Since oar last CiicuSai, the quantity of Cotton which has been, sold amounts to fully 
i5,000 bags, being about 7.000 more than what we have leceived. Our stock is therefoie 
rather diminished, but it may still be calculated at nearly IS5,000 bags, which very ma. 
teiiallyexreeds what was ever held in this market at any foimer peiiod; Our impotta. 
tions, since the commencement o( this year, may be estimated at Itt 1,000 bags, which 
is about 75,t'00 less than ai rived in the first nine months of 1810; but notwithstanding 
this important defalcation in the supplies, our stock has received an increase of nea ly 
48,1100 baRS. This ci.'cumstance, if pjotifs weie wanting, would clearly show to what a 
considetable extent the Cmtnn manuaciures of this country have suflFeted, and how sen. 
sibly this branch of national prosperity have been iiijuied by the melancholy 'situation to 
which the greater part of the commercial n^oild is unfortunately reduced. The accounts 
fiem Manchester a'C deplaiable, and will piobably soon be woise. Many hundreds of 
manufaciiirers have been -uddenly thrown out of employment in the last lew weeks. Pot 
and Pearl Ashes continue very dull, and the prices of lwtl\ are agai i isthet lower. The 
stock of the prime qualities is very small, but still, frr m the limited nature of the demand, 
the (leriod of an improvement is rendered very uncertain. 

•• for. the last piunih, our Timber market has presented but few changes, and the salea 
effected have been upon a very limited scale. Pitch Pine is, however, become so exceed- 
ingly scarce, in consetjntnce of the good qualities having been.bought up for the use of 
the dock'>aids, thatajraicel of this descriptiou would probably realize 4j. 2d. a is. 4rf. 
per foot. 

"Recent circumsiancis have give rise to an opinion that some unfavourable event has 
occurred in Sicily, which may, ui the issue, tender our intercouse with that Island, more 
precarious and uiicerlain. This impres'sioir has not been without its influence upon se- 
veral articles of Mcdiietrariean produce, and altbnush a sen<iible advance bis been thereby 
occasioned, yet the absence of any accurate infoiraiition as to the teal state of affairs, has 
prevented much business Ironi being done " 

From another source we leain that at this period of last year, there were 1 18 American 
vessels lyinft in ihe-poit of Livei pool, and now only 14. At Beltast, only very few ves- 
sels have arrive.1 with cargoes from America. Most of the vessels sailing for America 
(loni Belfast ani! Deny, have come round from the EnsU»h pons to take out passengeis. 
This tiade is ovetdone, and fewer now arc inclined to emigrate. Owing ro such an irflrjx 
of persons, suddenly entering the Americbn pott.s, many of the emigrants found it difficult 
to procure situations, and m consequence have suReied severely trom want of employ. 
Dtent in astiansc land. The cotton trade in this country has lately furnished more era- 
pliryment to the weavers, than was expected. The lute linen market in Dublin was very 
bail. Not a buyer attended (root London, or Scotland, aiid only a lew from the Notttieni 
pans of England. It is said, tliat not a package was sold for foreign markers. The sales 
in London ate very dull. Yard-widcs ate out ot fashion. Well bleached seven-eight 
wide linens, neatly put nut of hantl,^ with the /op;»e/ tw of gold ornaments, ribbons, &c. 
are principally io demaird. There is not & laige quaiviiiy o( linens in the bands of 
factors, and still less in thi se ot the dtapeis and shopkeepers. Yet linens keep high in 
the blown- markets, htnwithslanding the slack demand rn,Lonilon and Dublin, and the 
exclusion, except ^y stealth, from the potts of the United States. 

At pageSSS among ihe documents will be found a curious calculation ol the comparative 
value of gold and silver with bank-paper. It demonstrates the reality of a depreciation, 
which some still deny. The discount on notes has "'een IS to 1 5^ per cent, but has lal- 
fcily suddenly risen to % per cent. — Ex change on L ondon rates about gj pet cent. 

NATURALISTS' REPORT. 

From the 'iOtA of Sepicmbrr to the 20th of Octohr. 
Comets, which for sp many ages were supposed dread messenger's of the Almighty's 
wrath to sinfiil man, anil in whose splendid train the superstitious eye befaeid destruc- 
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tion to Empires and to Kings, will no longer be looked Bpon with horror, hut haile'^ 
by those ignorant of the laws which govern our system, as a beneficent planet, and 
diffusing over our Northern regions a tropical warmth to ripen our fruits and grain. 
In last year's Report, Gardeners were warned, against the approaching winter, the 
cold and damp of the Autumn hAving prevented the shoots and buds from coming to 
that hardness and maturity which'enables tb«m to re^st the cold ; and seldom baa the 
utility of recurring to natural prognostics been proved more necessary, our tender 
plants having suffered more than they had done for at least twenty years before. This 
season the cuWvator has much less to fear; the warm and dry weather of the last 
and present toonth having brought the shoots and hybernacula to that state of hardness 
which will enable them to resist a much greater degree of cold, than destroyed them 
last season.

On the 1st, the Moon is perceived at her risino; not to have passed the Pleiades, but 
in the course of the night, to be moving under them, towards Aldebaran. 

On the 4th, the Moon rises between the thirteenth an(l third of the Twins, Jupiter 
being above her : she will soon pass the line between the planet and the laMer star, 
and her passage under Jupiter will excite attention. 

On the 10th, the Moon rises in the morning under the body of the Lion, passing 
the ecliptic in her ascending node in the afternoon.
